As I 
see the attitude of the board as a 
whole, it is not favorable to this 
bond issue, and this does not put 
it in the right kind of light before 
the people of Oakland." 


Director Georgia Ormsby made 


a somewhat similar statement Mon- 
day night at the Board of Educa- 
tion 
meeting.

Daisy 


Short has announced her opposi- 
tion to the bond issue as at present 
constituted, and Commissioner W. 
H. Edwards asserts that she is 
preparing a statement along the 
same line.
